The Ocean-River Steamship com­ 
pany’s vessel is able to travel in the 
shallow waters of rivers and on the 
stormy ocean as well, by means of ad­ 
justable keels, which arc worked on 


J the principle of the centerboard. 
This 
' principle, heretofore utilized on small 
I vessels propelled by a wind power and 
stills, is now utilized on these large 
steamers. 
The adjustable keels are 
(built in alternate sections and extend 
lover one-half the length of the vessel. 
When at sea they are let down sev­ 
eral feet below the bottom of the hull 
and are firmly supported by a strong 
armature built over the kellson. The 
weights of hull, machinery and cargo 
are maintained well below the water 
line.

Cars Short for 
Hauling of 
Cattle. 


Some of the Montana cattlemen are 
becoming nervous on account of tile 
inability of the railroads to haul their 
beef stock to market. 
Thousands of 
cattle have been rounded up ready 
for shipment, and with 
snowstorms 
already beginning, thus depriving th* 
cattle of the chance of grazing, their 
owners, in some instances, have been 
compelled to feed hay. 
The railroads are doing all they 
can to meet conditions. 
This is no 
easy matter considering the fact that 
the movement thus far this season is 
60 per cent heavier than it was a year 
ago. 
The railroads have purchased 
new equipment to handle this 
year’s 
cattle business, one road having pro­ 
cured 700 additional cars. 
Freight traffic officials are exerting 
themselves to the utmost rushing cars 
to the front. 
Orders are being filled 
in their turn, and every effort made 
to deliver cars at a proportionate rate 
at every point. 
As soon as a hatch of 
empties is found an engine is tacked 
on and the- train 
rushed to 
cattle 
points on passenger 
schedule 
time. 
This is true between Chicago and St. 
Paul as it is from St. Paul to Mon­ 
tana. 
The cattle 
movement 
from 
the 
Southwest has also been heavier than 
usual this year, and railroads enter­ 
ing that territory are having all they 
can do to keep stock moving along 
the line. 
They are thus not in a posi­ 
tion to help the Northern roads to any 
considerable extent in the matter and 
the relief which comes from that di­ 
rection is not to be had this year.
